also addressed the meeting. 
Dulles strongly backed Rusk’s 
stand and added that the Kremlin 
was itsing China as a puppet to 
win South Korea as a strategic 
base 
against Japan. 
He vowed 
that 
Communist 
Mao Tse-tung 
would have no voice in framing 
the Japanese treaty , wrhich Dulles 
is negotiating. 
Dcugles also pictured the Pei­ 
ping regime as a Russian “puppet” 
and called for American aid to 
both the Chinese Nationalists on 
Formosa and the guerrillas on the 
mainland. 
Rusk said the U. S. recognizes 


the Nationalist regime, although 
its territory is restricted, because 
"it more authentically represents 
the views" of a China demanding 
"independence from foreign con­ 
trol." 
He said the U. S. “will not ac­ 
quiesce” in the degradation forced 
upon the Chinese people. He add­ 
ed: 
"If the Chinese people decide 
for freedom, they shall find friends 
among all the peoples of the earth 
who have known and love free­ 
dom.

Few persons realize the expense I 
involved in grooming raw acreage 
for a real estate development, ac­ 
cording to contractors who are 
m em bers of the Home Builders’ 
Association of Rhode Island. Be­ 
cause of present high wage scales, 
the prelim inary outlay today is 
g reater than ever before, and the ! 
buyer of a complete dwelling must, 
of course, pay his proportionate 
share of it. 
One expe rienced builder figures 
th at the cost of getting a lot ready 
for a house averages $700 to $800. 
, “If somebody gave me a tract of 
land tom orrow ,” he said, “w ithout 
asking me to pay a cent for it, I 
would have to lay out at least 
$700 for every lot before I did any 
building. This represents the cost 
of clearing and grading, taking out 
boulders and cutting trees and 
brush, installing w ater service and 
putting the 
land in shape for 
building.” 
This statem ent was backed up 
by another builder, now develop­ 
ing a sub-division of one-family 
houses. He estim ated that the ex­ 
pense of preparing lots for con­ 
struction in his tract 
is about 
double the price he paid for the 
land. 
The figures quoted are the pre­ 
lim inary work only; they do not 
cover the cost of final grading and 
landscaping, or the laying of side­ 
walks and driveways after tKe 
house is built.

The preliminary work necessary 
to prepare a site for a house may 
cost twice as much as the builder 
paid for the land and, in any case, 
will add several hundred dollars 
to the price of the property. 
Few persons realize the expense 
involved in grooming raw acreage 
for a real estate development, ac­ 
cording to contractors who are 
members of the Home Builders’ 
Association of Rhode Island. Be­ 
cause of present high wage scales, 
the preliminary outlay today is 
greater than ever before, and the 
buyer of a complete dwelling must, 
of course, pay his proportionate 
share of it. 
One experienced builder figures 
that the cost of getting a lot ready 
for a house averages $700 to $800. 
“If somebody gave me a tract of 
land tomorrow,” he said, “without 
asking me to pay a cent for it, I 
would have to lay out at least 
$700 for every lot before I did any 
building. This represents the cost 
of clearing and grading, taking out 
boulders and cutting trees and 
brush, installing w ater service and 
putting the land 
in shape for 
building.” 
This statem ent was backed up 
by another builder, now develop­ 
ing a sub-division of one-family 
houses. He estimated that the ex­ 
pense of preparing lots for con­ 
struction in his tract 
is about 
double the price he paid for the 
land. 
The figures quoted are the pre­ 
liminary work only; they do not 
cover the cost of final grading and 
landscaping, or the laying of side­ 
walks and driveways after th'e 
house is built.

IS DEFENSE OF ACHESON 
The President of the United States is entitled 
to have a secretary of state who is sy mpathetic to 
his point of view, who is loy al to him and whose 
personality is unoffensive to him. 
This is not necessarily true in countries which 
employ the parliamentary sy stem. 
In such coun­ 
tries, the minister for foreign affairs is elected to 
the Parliament or Chamber of Deputies or diet or 
whatever it is called. 
He is an elected official in 
his own right and may be as important politically 
as the prime minister. 
In the United States, the secretary of state, as 
ev ery cab inet officer, is a priv ate citizen appointed 
to his position b y the President, and responsib le to 
him. The President, in his execu tiv e power u nder 
the Constitu tion, may act throu gh the appropriate 
execu tiv e department, b u t it is alway s the President 
who b ears the responsib ility . 
The word, cab inet, does not appear in the Con­ 
stitu tion, b u t the President has the right to ap­ 
point officials to assist him. 
He, howev er, is, with 
the v ice president as a stand-b y , the only execu tiv e 
official elected b y the people. 
Becau se of long and 
complicated b allots, we often forget that an Ameri­ 
can can v ote for only fiv e federal officials: 
A 
president, a v ice president, two United States sen­ 
ators and one memb er of the Hou se of Representa­ 
tiv es. 
Chief Ju stice John Marshall made the position 
perfectly clear in the b asic case, Marb u ry v s. Madi­ 
son (18031: 
"By the Constitu tion of the United States, the 
President is inv ested with certain important politi­ 
cal powers, in the exercise of which he is to u se his 
own discretion, and is accou ntab le only to his cou n­ 
try .in his political character, and to his own con­ 
science. 
To aid him in the performance of these 
du ties, he is au thorized to appoint certain officers, 
who act b y his au thority and in conformity with 
his orders.” 
Dean Acheson is President Tru man’s secretary 
of state. 
He is in office b y the will of the Presi­ 
dent, confirmed b y the Senate in su ch an office as a 
matter of cou rse. 
His tenu re is dependent u pon 
the will of the President, who may keep him or dis- 
“ 
“ his pleasu re. 
Mr. Tru man has ex-

The gambling and rack­ 
eteering it previously investigated were 
largely matters of state and local regulation, 
and violations of federal law involved were 
mostly , as for ex ample income tax evasion, 
incidental to the basic criminal operations.

land, su ch as Korea. This cou ld 
b e accomplished b y spreading a 
stronger dose and creating a ra­ 
dioactiv e no-man’s land into which 
no soldier cou ld adv ance withou t 
certain death. 
Processes hav e already b een de­ 
v eloped to produ ce these radio­ 
activ e ray s independent of the 
atomic b omb . Howev er, the same 
effect cou ld also b e achiev ed b y 
exploding an atomic b omb u nder­ 
grou nd. This wou ld contaminate 
the grou nd, and create a radio­ 
activ e no-man’s land. The effect 
wou ld b e that of an atomic mine 
which, if exploded in the face of 
an adv ancing army , shou ld b e ab le 
to halt the adv ance cold.

IN DEFENSE OF ACHESON 
The President or the United States is entitled 
to have a secretary of state who is sympathetic to 
his point of view, who is loyal to him and w*hose 
personality is unoffensive to him. 
This is not necessarily true in countries w*hich 
employ the parliam entary system. 
In such coun­ 
tries, the minister for foreign affairs is elected to 
the Parliam ent or Chamber of Deputies or diet or 
whatever it is called. 
He is an elected official in 
his own right and may be as im portant politically 
as the prime minister. 
In the United States, the secretary of state, as 
* every cabinet officer, is a private citizen appointed 
* to his position by the President, and responsible to 
! him. The President, in his executive power under 
the Constitution, may act through the appropriate 
executive department, but it is always the President 
who bears the responsibility. 
The word, cabinet, does not appear in the Con­ 
stitution, but the President has the right to 
ap­ 
point officials to assist him. He, however, is, with 
the vice president as a stand-by, the only executive 
official elected by the people. 
Because of long and 
complicated ballots, we often forget that an Ameri­ 
can can vote for only five federal officials: 
A 
president, a vice president, two United States sen­ 
ators and one member of the House of Representa­ 
tives.

The narcotics traf­ 
fic deals more with selected individuals than 
with the public, and moves in a degree of 
secrecy more nearly befitting illegality. 
The dope traffic touches fewer individuals 
than illegal gambling, but it is more destruc­ 
tive of its victims. Bad as are the effects of 
the gambling mania on the individual, the 
effects of dope are worse. The traffic in 
illicit narcotics is wholly and unmistakably 
a traffic in human misery and depravity. 
What manner of people are they who can 
stoop to reap the gains of such a traffic? 
Perhaps we had better be prepared for some 
shocking answers to that question.

His tenure is dependent upon 
the will of fhe President, who may keep him or dis­ 
miss him at his pleasure. 
Mr. Truman has ex­

Therefore, that is up to the President.

No secretary of state has 
ever been impeached. 
It is then the President who must be held re­ 
sponsible for whatever the secretary of state has 
done. It is the secretary’s obligation to suit, satisfy 
and please the President. 
It is true that occasion­ 
ally a powerful personality, like Charles Evans 
Hughes, is bigger in intellectual stature than his 
President, but this has not been true in recent 
years. The past two Presidents have tended to ap­ 
point second-line men to cabinet posts. 
Mr. Roosevelt had two secretaries of state. Cor­ 
dell Hull, who was. on the whole, meek in manner 
and unconcerned with details, and Edward S tet­ 
ti n g . Mr. Roosevelt conducted his policy through 
second level officials in the State Department. 
Truman had a number of secretaries of state: S tet­ 
t i n g , James F Byrnes. George C. Marshall, and 
Dean Aeheson—none of them startling personali­ 
ties. Of these. Dean Acheson has lasted longest and 
pleased him most. 
It is now being suggested that Mr. Truman will 
be forced by public opinion any day to dismiss Dean

TV’S RESPONSIBILITY 
Must television merely give the public 
“what it wants,” or does it have a definite 
responsibility for the influence which it ex­ 
erts? That this is a question which should 
be given serious thought was pointed out 
recently in the New York Times.

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DOPE TRAFFIC PROBE 
As the special Senate crime investigating 
committee turns its attention to the illegal 
traffic in narcotics, more shocking disclo­ 
sures of spreading underworld tentacles may 
be expected. But it may be logical to hope 
that less corruption of government will be 
turned up than was the case with the probe 
of gambling and rackets. The narcotics traf­ 
fic deals more with selected individuals than 
with the public, and moves in a degree of 
secrecy more nearly befitting illegality. 
The dope traffic touches fewer individuals 
than illegal gambling, but it is more destruc­ 
tive of its victims. Bad as are the effects of 
the gambling mania on the individual, the 
effects of dope are worse. The traffic in 
illicit narcotics is wholly and unmistakably 
a traffic in human misery and depravity. 
What manner of people are they who can 
stoop to reap the gains of such a traffic? 
Perhaps we had better be prepared for some 
shocking answers to that question. 
As to law, the committee probe will be en­ 
tering a new field. The gambling and rack­ 
eteering it previously investigated were 
largely matters of state and local regulation, 
and violations of federal law involved were 
mostly, as for example income tax evasion, 
incidental to the basic criminal operations. 
The dope traffic, on the other hand, is bas­ 
ically a federal matter, and the senators will 
therefor be getting closer to their own back 
yards. All in all, there seems to be promise 
of an interesting and fruitful inquiry. 
TV’S RESPONSIBILITY 
Must television merely give the public 
“what it wants,” or does it have a definite 
responsibility for the influence which it ex­ 
erts? That this is a question which should 
be given serious thought was pointed out 
recently in the NewT York Times.

IN DEFENSE OF ACHESON 
The President or the United States is entitled 
to have a secretary of state who is sympathetic to 
his point of view, who is loyal to him and whose 
personality is unoffensive to him. 
This is not necessarily true in countries w’hich 
employ the parliamentary system. In such coun­ 
tries, the minister for foreign affairs is elected to 
the Parliament or Chamber of Deputies or diet or 
whatever it is called. He is an elected official in 
his own right and may be as important politically 
as the prime minister. 
In the United States, the secretary of state, as 
every cabinet officer, is a private citizen appointed 
to his position by the President, and responsible to 
him. The President, in nis executive power under 
the Constitution, may act through the appropriate 
executive department, but it is always the President 
who bears the responsibility. 
The word, cabinet, does not appear in the Con­ 
stitution, but the President has the right to ap­ 
point officials to assist him. He, however, is, with 
the vice president as a stand-by, the only executive 
official elected by the people. Because of long and 
complicated ballots, we often forget that an Ameri­ 
can can vote for only five federal officials: A 
president, a vice president, two United States sen­ 
ators and one member of the House of Representa­ 
tives.Chief Justice John Marshall made the position 
perfectly clear in the basic case, Marbury vs. Madi­ 
son (18031: 
“By the Constitution of the United States, the 
President is invested with certain important politi­ 
cal powers, in the exercise of which he is to use his 
own discretion, and is accountable only to his coun­ 
try .in his political character, and to his own con­ 
science. To aid him in the performance of these 
duties, he is authorized to appoint certain officers, 
who act by his authority and in conformity with 
his orders.” 
Dean Acheson is President Truman's secretary 
of state. He is in office by the will of the Presi­ 
dent, confirmed by the Senate in such an office as a 
matter of course. His tenure is dependent upon 
the will of the President, who may keep him or dis­ 
miss him at his pleasure. Mr. Truman has ex­ 
pressed his satisfaction with Dean Acheson’s per­ 
formance and personality. 
Therefore, that is up to the President. If the, 
people give evidence of displeasure with Dean* 
Acheson's conduct in office, they may make their 
sentiments known to the President, hut only he 
can have a decision in the matter unless because of 
felonies and misdemeanors the Congress chose to 
act in an impeachment. No secretary of state has 
ever been impeached. 
It is then the President who must be held re­ 
sponsible for whatever the secretary of state has 
done. It is the secretary’s obligation to suit, satisfy 
and please the President. It is true that occasion­ 
ally a powerful personality, like Charles Evans 
Hughes, is bigger in intellectual stature than his 
President, but this has not been true in recent 
years. The past two Presidents have tended to ap­ 
point second-line men to cabinet posts. 
Mr. Roosevelt had two secretaries of state, Cor­ 
dell Hull, who was, on the whole, meek in manner 
and unconcerned with details, and Edward Stet- 
tinius. Mr. Roosevelt conducted his policy through 
second level officials in the State Department. 
Truman had a number of secretaries of state: Stet- 
tinius, James F Byrnes, George C. Marshall, and 
Dean Acheson—none of them startling personali­ 
ties. Of these. Dean Acheson has lasted longest and 
pleased him most.

In my own attacks, only one was caused by in­ 
jury. and for this I wore a steel and leather brace 
for several years. The other three attacks were due 
to infection, two from teeth and one from tonsils, 
and the removal of teeth and tonsils caused dis­ 
appearance of the pain. 
Contrary to the opinion of many physicians 
that operation for removal of the ruptured disk 
should be performed at once. Dr. Millikan suggests 
that conservative treatment — rest, supportive 
brace, and later massage—should be tried; if this 
fails within a reasonable time, operation should 
be performed.

Spoke 20 Years Later 
Twenty years later a Congress­ 
ional committee listened to his 
views and he was allowed to speak 
from the capitol steps. 
Coxey later was nominated for 
president twice by the Farm er- 
Labor party. He tried unsuccess­ 
fully for governor, senator and 
U. S. representative. The only 
election he ever won was mayor 
of Massillon in 1931. 
He intended to issue 5200,000 
in bonds to provide pay for work­ 
ers on street projects and loans 
for unemployed. But the project 
collapsed and Coxey was not re­ 
elected. 
Not Real General 
"General” Coxey was, of course, 
not a general at all, hut got the 
title because he led the "arm y” of 
unemployed. 
Coxey’s favorite idea on money, 
right up to the time he died, was 
to have the government print a 
certain amount of money and de­ 
posit it in the treasury. 
Then 
the

would 
print non-interest bonds, w'hich, 
backed by the newly printed cash, 
would be used to pay government 
expenses. 
The problem w’ould be to per­ 
suade creditors to accept these 
bonds as payment.

The only 
election he ever won was mayor 
of Massillon in 1931. 
He intended to issue $200,000 
in bonds to provide pay for work­ 
ers on street projects and loans 
for unemployed. But the project 
collapsed and Coxey was not re­ 
elected. 
N ot R eal G eneral 
"General” Coxey was, of course, 
not a general at all, hut got the 
title because he led the "arm y” of 
unemployed. 
Coxey’s favorite idea on money, 
right up to the time he died, was 
to have the government print a 
certain amount of money and de­ 
posit it in the treasury.

When the discard pile is born 
frozen < that is. when the deal­ 
er turns up a wild card or a red 
three), a long struggle often de­ 
v elops. 
Very often neither side 
w’ill meld until the pile can be 
grabbed at the same time. 
Howev er, occasionally one play­ 
er will meld from his hand for 
one reason or another. For ex­ 
ample, he may dev elop four or fiv e 
of a kind and may think that a 
fast out is better than a continued 
struggle for the pile. 
When your partner makes such 
a meld, giv e up the idea of fight­ 
ing for the pile. Not only has your 
partner reduced his hand and thus 
weakened his power to fight, but 
also his meld is a signal that he 
doesn’t hav e a good fighting hand. 
As the meldor’s partner it is up 
to you to add natural cards to his 
meld if possible. It is also adv is­ 
able to put down a meld or two 
of your own. Do all you can to 
help your partner go out, but pre­ 
serv e one or two safe discards 
just in case your partner still 
needs a few plays before he can 
finish the hand. 
If an opponent melds in this 
situation your course depends on 
your position. 
When the melder 
is at your right you must discard 
with great caution. The opponent 
who follows you has his full hand 
(for at least one play) and has no 
worries about making the count. 
i 
When the melder is at your left. 
you should make the initial meld 
if possible. This is especially true 
if the opponent has used six or 
more cards in his meld.

In this situation you are v ery 
unlikely to giv e away the pile 
to the melder. 
Ho has only a 
Tew cards and probably has only 
one other pair in his hand Hen^e 
it does not hurt you particularly 
,to deplete your own hand. 
Your meld reliev es your partner 


of the necessity of acquiring or 
keeping the count. 
It giv es him 
information about safe discards. 
It giv es your side credit for red 
threes and protects you against 
a complete defeat if the opponents 
meld out in a hurry. Finally, in 
rare cases, it may fit your part­ 
ner’s hand so beautifully that he 
can meld out himself.

How to Play for Fast Out

Be First Trick

The approach of the annual 
Canadian - American tournament 
(Montreal. May 24-27) reminds 
me of a hand played by Percy 
Sheardown, whose foursome won 
the team event lait year. 
Sheardown, who held the South 
: cards, didn’t want to bid the slam 
in hearts until he was virtually 
pushed there. However, the more 
the enemy bid clubs the more it

strength where it could be used. 
As it happened, of course, North 
had the ace of clubs—a nearly 
useless card. If he had held the 
king of diamonds instead of the 
ace of clubs the heart slam would 
have been a cinch. 
Sheardown had to make the 
best of the situation—w’hich he 
proceeded to do in fine style. His 
first move was to play a low club 
from dummy and ruff in his own 
hand. 
He next drew trumps with the 
ace and jack, after which he re- 
I turned a low spade from dummy. 
This put East on the horns of a 
dilemma.

If East played low, 
South’s 
queen would win. Then dummy 
would he entered via the ace of 
diamonds and the ace of clubs 
would be led for declarer to dis­ 
card his remaining spade.

rest, of course, would be easy.

When the discard pile is born 
frozen Mhat is. when the deal­ 
er turns up a wild card or a red 
three!, a long struggle often de­ 
velops. 
Very often neither side 
will meld until the pile can be 
grabl>ed at the same time. 
However, occasionally one play­ 
er will meld from his hand for 
one reason or another. For ex­ 
ample. he may develop four or five 
of a kind and may think that a 
fast out is better than a continued 
struggle for the pile. 
When your partner makes such 
a meld, give up the idea of fight­ 
ing for the pile. Not only has your 
partner reduced his hand and thus 
weakened his power to fight, but 
also his meld is a signal that he 
doesn’t have a good fighting hand. 
As the molder’s partner it is up 
to you to add natural cards to his 
meld if possible. It is also advis­ 
able to put dow n a meld or two 
of your own. Do all you can to 
help your partner go out, but pre­ 
serve one or two safe discards 
just in ease your partner still 
needs a few plays before he can 
. finish tho hand. 
If an opponent melds in this 
situation your course depends on 
your position. 
When the melder 
is at your right you must discard 
with great caution. 
The opnonont 
who follows you has his full hand 
(for at least one play) and has no 
worries about making the count. 
When the melder is at your left. 
you should make the initial meld 
if possible. This is especinllv true 
if the opponent has used six or 
more cards in his meld.

How to Play for Fast Out

Key Play May 
Be First Trick

The approach of the annual 
Canadian - American tournament 
(Montreal. May 24-27) reminds 
me of a hand played by Percy 
Sheardown, whose foursome won 
the team event last year. 
Sheardown, who held the South 
cards, didn’t want to bid the slam 
in hearts until he was virtually 
pushed there. However, the more 
the enemy bid clubs the more it 
seemed 
that 
the 
North 
hand 
would be weak in clubs — with 
strength where it could be used. 
As it happened, of course, North 
had the ace of clubs—a nearly 
useless card. If he had held the 
king of diamonds instead of the 
ace of clubs the heart slam would 
have been a cinch. 
Sheardown had to make the 
best of the situation—which he 
proceeded to do in fine style. His 
first move was to play a low club 
from dummy and ruff in his own 
hand. 
He next drew trumps with the 
ace and jack, after which he re­ 
turned a low spade from dummy. 
This put East on the horns of a 
dilemma. 
If East played low, 
South’s 
queen would win. Then dummy 
would he entered via the ace of 
diamonds and the ace of clubs 
would be led for declarer to dis­ 
card his remaining spade. 
The 
rest, of course, would be easy. 
If East put up the ace of spades

When the discard pile is born 
frozen i that is, when the deal­ 
er turns up a wild card or a red 
three i, a long struggle often de­ 
velops. 
Very often neither side 
will meld until the pile can be 
grabbed at the same time. 
However, occasionally one play­ 
er will meld from his hand for 
one reason or another. For ex­ 
ample, he may develop four or five 
of a kind and may think that a 
fast out is better than a continued 
struggle for the pile. 
When your partner makes such 
a meld, give up the idea of fight­ 
ing for the pile. Not only has your 
partner reduced his hand and thus 
weakened his power to fight, but 
also his meld is a signal that he 
doesn’t have a good fighting hand. 
As the mclder’s partner it is up 
to you to add natural cards to his 
meld if possible. It is also advis­ 
able to put down a meld or two 
of your own. Do all you can to 
help your partner go out, hut pre­ 
serve one or two safe discards 
just 
in case your partner still 
needs a few plays before he can 
finish the hand. 
If an opponent melds in this 
situation your course depends on 
your position. 
When the melder 
is at your right you must discard 
with great caution.
